A poor Woman 
in the Parifh of Fladbury in this County, aged 63 , 
about ) Years ago, was afflided with the ufual Symp¬ 
toms of a Stone in the Kidneys, and afterwards in the 
Bladder- The Fits of Pain occafioned by it increas’d as 
its Bulk did ; till die was fo emaciated by 'em, that 
her Cafe was judg’d defperate.

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The Stone (of which I fend you the fide-View 
Fig. i. drawn as near to the Life as we could) is of 
the fame Colour and Texture with others of this kind 
that I have feen, formed in humane Bodies, Its 
weight as I at prefent find it, is, 5 ij. 3 j 5 5 gr. Avoir d. 
When firft voided, S twas confiderably more, ieveral 
Pieces having been rubb a off at c c, and iikewife on 
the other fide : The greateit Circumference is 7 In¬ 
ches and Ji J tis 4 Inches % round at the thickeft place, 
and the length'on the Convexity is 4Inches the 
parts of the Stone at a a a are fomewhat jagged ancf 
flaind with Blood, as is the little Protuberance on the 
oppofite fide l Here I fuppofe, it met with the mod 
refinance, at the time of itsExpulfion thro’the Urinary 
Pallage. 
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
